At  the 
time  of  the  election,  Tannehill 
was  32-years-old  and  was  the 
youngest  man  ever  elected  to  the 
State  Board.

Graduate  N  Club  is  Establishing  Hall  of  Fame 
To  Honor  Athletes  and  Coaches  at  Northwestern 


Members  of  the  Graduate  N 
Club  at  Northwestern  are  work- 
ing toward  the  establishment  of 
a  Hall  of  Fame  to  honor  athletes 
and  coaches  at  the  college. 

The  Hall  of  Fame  will  be  loca- 
ted in  Prather  Coliseum,  and  all 
alumni  and  friends  of  the  college 
are  invited  to  view  the  display, 
which  will  be  set  up  before  next 
Homecoming. 

Rules  have  been  drawn  up  for 
the  establishment  of  the  Hall  of 
Fame  and  selection  of  honorees. 

The  following  guidelines  will 
be  followed  in  the  Hall  of  Fame 
selections: 

1  To  be  considered  for  selec- 
tion to  the  Graduate  "N"  Club 
Hall  of  Fame,  nominees  must 
have  excelled  in  athletics  as  a 
participant  or  as  a  coach  at 
Northwestern   State   College. 

2.  Nominees  must  be  of  sound 
moral  character  and  will  be  con- 

idi  red  also  on  the  basis  of  their 
overall     contribution     to     North- 

ve  tern  and  their  service  to  the 
college,  community,  state  and  na- 
tion. 

3.  Nominees  being  considered 
for  their  excellence  as  athletes 
must  have  graduated  from  Ninth 
western.  (This  rule  may  be 
waived  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Graduate  "N"  Club  Hall  of  Fame 
Selection  Committee.)  Coache: 
being  considered  are  no1  required 
to   be  Northwestern   graduates. 

4.  The  entire  membership  of 
the  Graduate  "N"  Club  will  be 
given  an  opportunity  to  nominate 
and  vote  for  persons  they  feel 
should    be    considered    for    mem- 


bership in  the  Hall  of  Fame,  but 
ihe  final  selection  will  be  made 
by  the  Graduate  "N"  Club's  Hall 
of  Fame   Selection   Committee. 

5.  The  Hall  of  Fame  will  be  lo- 
cated in  Prather  Coliseum  on  the 
Northwestern  campus,  and  the 
first  persons  chosen  to  the  Hall 
of  Fame  will  be  inducted  no  later 
than  Homecoming  of  1969. 

6.  The  first  group  of  candidates 
to  be  considered  for  selection  to 
the  Hall  of  Fame  must  have  besn 


at  the  college  between  the  years 
of  1908  and  1945.  No  athlete  or 
coach  who  was  not  at  the  college 
before  1945  will  be  considered 
for  the  initial  induction  into  the 
Hall  of  Fame. 

7.  In  following  years,  five  years 
will  be  added  to  the  length  of 
time  from  which  nominees  may 
be  considered.  In  other  words, 
next  year,  the  committee  will 
consider  nominees  from  1950 
(Continued  on  Page  3) 


Reading  Lab  is 
Added  Feature 

Students  at  Northwestern  arc 
utilizing  the  facilities  and  modern 
equipment  of  a  new  Reading 
Laboratory  in  Caldwell  Hall. 

Laboratory  director  Dr.  Ron 
aid  L.  Dubois,  assistant  professorl 
of  education,  said  the  purpose  of 
the  laboratory  is  to  help  students 
improve  comprehension,  study 
skills,  vocabulary  development 
end  rate  of  reading. 

The  laboratory  is  utilized  in 
conjunction  with  a  three  hour 
course  in  Reading  Improvement. 
The  course  was  originally  de- 
signed as  a  developmental  read- 
ing course  for  freshmen  who 
demonstrated  serious  weakness 
in  reading  but  is  now  open  to  all 
students  who  feel  the  need  to  im- 
prove their  reading  skills  through 
elimination  of  faulty  habits  and 
refinement  of  techniques. 

Dubois  said  college  students  to- 
day are  required  to  read  an 
abundance  of  material  in  a  short 
period  of  time  with  a  high  level 
of  understanding  and  apprecia- 
tion. He  said  special  instructions 
in  reading  are  necessary  to  help 
many  students  reach  their  poten- 
tial in  learning. 

Materials  utilized  in  the  lab- 
oratory include  tape  recorders 
programmed  materials,  various 
mechanical  aids  such  as  individ 
ual  pacing  devices  and  tachisto 
scopes,    and   other   equipment. 

Dubois  said  at  the  beginning  oi 
the  course,  an  analysis  is  made  oi 
each  student's  reading  ability 
and  work-study  skills.  The 
tests  determine  each  studentV 
strengths  and  weaknesses  so  that 
laboratory  work  can  be  as  indi- 
vidualized as  possible. 

In  a  recent  survey  at  North- 
western, it  was  demonstrated 
1  that  improvement  in  reading 
ability  over  one  semester  wasl: 
significantly  higher  for  college] 
freshmen  enrolled  in  the  laboraJ 
tory  course  than  for  a  similar! 
group  not  enrolled.

Trueman,  Kees  Set  Cinder  Records; 
Northeast  Wins  31st  Demon  Relays 


Distance  runner  Paul  Trueman, 
hurdler  Larry  Kees  and  triple 
jumper  Farrell  Soileau  provided 
the  bright  spots  for  Northwestern 
April  19  in  the  College  Division 
of  the  31st  annual  NSC  Relays  in 
Demon  Stadium. 

Northeast  State  won  the  team 
title  with  82  points,  while  Lou- 
isiana Tech  was  second  with  53 
and  McNeese  third  with  46. 
Northwestern  finished  fifth  with 
20  points. 

Trueman  had  to  settle  for  sec- 
ond place  in  both  the  mile  and 
two  mile  runs  despite  breaking 
school  records  in  both  events.  He 
finished  behind  McNeese's  Dicky 
Morgan  in  the  mile  with  a  time 
of  4:09.4,  six  tenths  of  a  second 
better  than  his  NSC  record  of 
4:10.0  which  he  ran  in  1967. 

Trueman's  9:05.0  time  in  the 
two  mile  lowered  hia  iccoid  of 
9:06.7  in  that  race.  Chris  McCub- 
bins  of  Fort  Polk  won  in  9:04.2, 
breaking  the  previous  Relays' 
best  by  two  tenths  of  a  second. 

Kees  took  fourth  in  the  440 
yard  hurdles,  but  clocked  55.3 
seconds  to  break  his  own  school 
record  of  55.4  in  that  grueling 
race. 

Soileau  bagged  Northwestern's 
only  first  place  in  the  Relays 
with  a  48-1  V2  triple  jump,  mis- 
sing the  school  record  by  only 
3/4  of  an  inch. 

Trueman  was  Northwestern's 
leading  scorer  after  six  meet: 
with  57  points,  followed  by 
i|  ill  man  Larry  Wright  with  29. 
Sprinter  -  hurdler  Doug  Cook 
was  third  with  20  ' , . 

The  highlight  of  the  meet  came 
ii:  the  high  jump,  where  North- 
east's Jack  McDougall  cleared 
seven  feet  to  become  the  second 
highest  jumper  in  Louisiana   In 


tory  and  break  the  Relays'  record 
of  6-11. 

John  Hollingsworth  of  North- 
east broke  the  shot  put  record 
with  a  toss  of  53-5,  a  quarter  of 
an  inch  over  the  previous  best. 

Four  records  went  into  the 
books  in  events  held  for  the  first 
time  in  the  Relays,  the  220  yard 
dash,  440  yard  dash,  880  yard  run 
and  the  mile  run.  Those  events 
replace  the  sprint  medley,  dis- 
tance medley,  two  mile  relay  and 
the  three  mile  run. 

High  school  champions  in  the 
relays  were  Lafayette  in  AAA, 
DeRidder  in  AA,  Lake  Provi- 
dence in  A,  Benton  in  B  and  Da- 
vidson  in   C.

NSC  Has  'Successful'  Spring 
Grid  Practice,  Says  Gossett 


With  the  football  gear  tucked 
away  until  next  September, 
Northwestern  head  coach  Glenn 
Gossett  looked  back  on  spring 
training  and  called  the  20  days' 
work  "highly  successful." 

The  Demons'  1969  spring  prac- 
tice was  marked  by  the  teaching 
of  fundamentals  and  several 
spirited  scrimmages,  but  Gossett 
said  that  exposure  was  the  key 
word  for  the  49  gridders  who 
participated  in  the  drills. 

"We  were  able  to  give  ex- 
posure to  people  who  will  be 
starting  at  their  respective  posi- 
tions next  fall,"  he  explained, 
"and  this  was  not  the  case  last 
spring.  We  started  five  freshmen 
last  season,  six  in  the  last  game, 
and  they  were  not  with  us  during 
the  1968  spring  training,"  Gossett 
continued. 

"Some  people  who  were  start- 
ers last  spring  did  not  start  last 
fall,"  Gossett  said.  "This  doesn't 
mean  that  freshmen  can't  start 
next  season,  but  certainly  there 
won't  be  as  many  as  last  season." 

With  quarterback  Don  Guidry 
having  completed  his  eligiblity 
and  halfbacks  Vic  Nyvall,  Tony 
Papa  and  Gil  Gilson  missing 
spring  drills,  Gossett  and  his  staff 
were  able  to  take  closer  looks  at 
a  flock  of  young  backs.  "We  cer- 
tainly hate  to  see  starters  miss 
spring  training"  he  said,  "but  it 
may  be  a  blessing  in  disguise  be- 
cause of  the  exposure  we  were 
able  to  give  some  other  backs. 
They  all  improved  and  it  looks 
like  we'll  have  some  hot  compe- 
tition for  starting  berths  in  Sep- 
tember." 

Southpaw  Mike  Pool  and  John 
McClendon  are  the  two  most 
likely  candidates  for  the  starting 
quarterback  job  when  the  De- 
mons open  the  1969  season,  and 
Gossett  had  praise  for  both  after 
spring  drills. 

"The  ball  club  gained  a  lot  of 
confidence  in  our  quarterbacks 
during  the  spring,"  he  said. 
"Mike  and  John  both  proved  that 
they  are  capable  of  moving  the 
ball;  now  they  just  need  game 
experience."  Gossett  added  that 
both  signal  callers  spent  two 
years  in  Guidry's  shadow  and 
that  "they  know  that  they  have 
the  opportunity  to  win  a  starting 
job  and  this  helped  them  a  great 
deal." 

Halfbacks  Tom  Hagin.  Tommy 
Wallis,  Wayne  Haney  and  Roger 
Callahan  filled  in  alternately  for 
Papa  and  Nyvall  and  fullback 
Richard  Ware  had  a  successful 
spring.  "Richard  was  able  to  de- 
velop further,"  Gossett  said,  "be- 
cause a  lot  of  the  load  shifted  to 
him  with  Vic  and  Tony  out." 

One  of  the  key  rebuilding  spots 
for  NSC  this  spring  was  in  the 
offensive    line,    where    five    rela- 


tively new  faces  will  line  up  from 
tackle  to  tackle.  Don  Miser  and 
Leonard  Richardson  appear  to 
have  taken  the  lead  at  tackles, 
with  Bobby  Koncak  and  Leslie 
Robertson  at  guards,  and  Gary 
McCreary  at  center.  Richardson 
was  injured  in  the  season  opener 
last  fall  and  McCreary  had  limit 
ed  experience. 

The  defensive  line  is  experi- 
enced, but  thin.  End  play  should 
be  improved  with  George  Green, 
a  converted  fullback,  and  former 
linebacker  Benton  Gibson  joining 
rugged  Randy  Tate.  Bob  McAllen 
and  Walter  Edler,  an  all-Guli 
States  Conference  pick  in  '68, 
head  the  tackle  candidates,  with 
1968  offensive  tackle  Mike  Bur 
row  at  nose  guard  and  Larry 
Gaudet  and  Lester  Latino  at  line- 
backer. 

Kenny  Callens  and  Paul  Tack 
er  are  the  top  two  cornerbacks. 
with  the  two  starting  safeties  to 
come  from  John  Boogaerts,  Ken 
ny  Hrapmann  and  Ronnie  Bag 
ley.  "We  expect  to  have  more 
competition  for  the  secondary  po 
sitions  than  we've  had  in  past 
years,"  Gossett  said. 

All-GSC  split  end  Al  Phillips 
and  tight  end  Steve  Gaspard 
along  with  the  conversion  of  1968 
defensive  terminal  Mace  Morris 
put  the  receiving  in  good  hands 
Gossett  said  that  Phillips'  in- 
creased experience  make  him 
even  better  and  the  Demon  men 
tor  had  praise  for  Gaspard's  over 
all  improvement.  "Morris  was  a 
pleasant  surprise  this  spring,"  he 
added. 

Northwestern's  kicking  game 
should  be  solid,  with  starting 
punter  Larry  Smith  and  No.  1 
place  kicker  Rusty  James  back  in 
the  fold. 

"The  amount  of  exposure  given 
to  our  personnel  was  the  most 
important  part  of  spring  prac- 
tice," Gossett  concluded.  "We're 
young  and  that's  one  thing  we 
needed." 


Ellas  Takes  Two  Gymnastic  Titles 

Northwestern's  John  Ellas  be- 
came the  first  gymnast  to  win 
both  the  National  Association  of 
Intercollegiate  Athletics  cham- 
pionship and  the  National  Col- 
legiate Athletic  Association  title 
in  the  same  year  when  he  ac- 
complished the  feat  in  March. 

Ellas  won  the  NAIA  title 
March  20-22  and  came  back  a 
week  later  against  some  of  the 
nation's  best  gymnasts  to  win 
the  NCAA  college  division  cham- 
pionship at  San  Fernando,  Calif. 

Ellas  teams  with  Richard  Loyd 
to  give  Northwestern  one  of  the 
most  potent  1-2  punches  among 
the  nation's  college  -  university 
gymnastics  teams. 
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
